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JAILHOUSE SHOP 


When House of Detention reopens, 
its ground floor may house retail

The only chains coming soon to the 
Brooklyn House of Detention aren’t the 
kind with shackles. 

Borough President Markowitz and the city 
Department of Correction are negotiating a 
way to put stores in the ground floor of the 
mothballed jail on Atlantic Avenue in Boerum 
Hill. 

The retail uses would be restricted to the 
part of the building that faces onto busy At- 
lantic Avenue. 

Inmates were moved out of the 11-story 
pen in 2003 but are sometimes held there as 
they await hearings at nearby court houses, 
which they access via underground tunnels. 

It is too early to know whether retail ten- 
ants and jailhouse activity can coexist 

“Sounds odd to me,” said a spokeswoman 
for Trader Joe’s, a grocery store that 
Markowitz believes would be ideal at the un- 
popular landmark. 

After all, a luxury condominium is under 
construction next door to the old jail. And 
Smith Street remains as hot as ever for posh 
restaurants. 

Area residents and the Beep agree that 
ground-floor retail is a first step towards inte- 
grating the jail building into a gentrified At- 


lantic Avenue, but it should not be the last. 

“We would like it to go away,” said Sue 
Wolfe, president of the Boerum Hill Associa- 
tion. “But if not, mixed-use is better than the 
big nothing there now.” 

Markowitz said this week that he’s still 
pushing Correction officials to formally close 
the 49-year-old facility. But that’s not likely. 

“It’s part of the inventory and that’s not 
changing,” said Correction spokesman Tom 
Antenen, indicating that inmates may return 
to the “House of D” as soon as next year. 

“We’ll be losing beds when we do repairs 
at the Bronx facility in 2007,” Antenen said. 

“It’s in good shape,” Antenen said. 

Two years ago, the Correction Department 
renovated the building with a granite facade 
along its first floor, a concession to area resi- 
dents who had demanded that the House of D 
— celebrated in the works of countless rap- 
pers and novelist Jonathan Lcthcm — be shut 
for good. 

Around the time of the House’s make-over, 
the city closed its other Brooklyn jail, near the 
Navy Yards, citing a drop in the number of 
prisoners citywide. 

If the House of Detention closes, too, what 
will rock bands like Biohazard — which 
slipped a reference to the jail in its 1990s tune 
Modem Democracy — write about?

Blanchett shines during BAM's best gala ever

It’s been a while since GO Girl has dug out her 
finery for an honest-to-goodness, celebrity- 
studded bash, 

much gratitude that she thanks 
the great continent of Australia 
and the Brooklyn Academy of 
Music for bringing Oscar-win- 
ning actress Cate Blanchett to Fort Greene 
Tuesday night. 

Blanchett is starring in “Hedda Gabler” at the BAM 
Harvey Theater through March 26, and her opening 
night performance drew the theater world’s elite to wit-

Prior to her performance, the refreshingly unconven- 
tional benefit dinner was held on the BAM Opera 
House’s stage, but it’s safe to say that few of the event’s 
guests had stage fright.

GO Girl couldn’t help but worry for Blanchett: This 
was a tough crowd. Turturro, Borowitz, Tomei and 
Schreiber all told GO Girl that they had studied lots of 
Ibsen and seen many “Heddas,” while Borowitz said 
she’d even played the role. 


Turturro and Borowitz, BAM Cinema Club chairs, 
told GO Girl that they thought Cate Blanchett’s open- 
ing night would be a great way to celebrate Turturro’s 
birthday; he and Blanchett worked together in 2001 ’s 
“The Man Who Cried.” 

“We’ve seen enough Ibsen at 
Yale,” said Turturro, looking 
dashing and authoritative in his 
chalk stripe suit and glasses. “If 
she wasn’t in it, we wouldn’t 
have come.” In fact, the couple said, while finishing 
each other’s sentences, that Diane Wiest’s impressive 
performance in the title role was their favorite, so far. 

Could Blanchett’s interpretation possibly rise to 
these Americans’ lofty expectations? 

Even GO Girl’s tablemates from the Norwegian con- 
sulate, who have been laboring to commemorate the 
centennial year of the death of their native son Henrik 
Ibsen, had seen lots of his work, too. 

Was there anyone in the audience who wasn’t a 
“Hedda” aficionado? 

Well, er, GO Girl’s Ibsen credentials are on the thin 
side. (BAM’s “Hedda” surprised Go Girl; it was noth- 
ing like that one she’d seen in the Village, helmed by 
naughty drag queen Hedda Lettuce.) 

After dinner, GO Girl marched with the muttering 
gala patrons as they cautiously navigated the two 
blocks to the BAM Harvey Theater for the perform- 
ance. (For those positively crippled by their outer-bor- 
ough-phobia, a bus was provided!)

Study: Show up to 
beat parking tickets

Want to beat your next 
parking ticket? You may 
waste more in time than 
you’ll save in fine. 

A new study commissioned 
by state Sen. Marty Goldin (R- 
Bay Ridge) shows that people 
who fight parking tickets in per- 
son have a much better chance of 
getting the summons thrown out 

The Independent Budget Of- 
fice report shows that plaintiffs 
who made their case through the 
U.S. Mail were 32 percent more 
likely to be found guilty and 18 
percent were less likely to be 
found not guilty than people who 
pressed their case in the flesh. 

“The numbers do not lie,” 
Golden said. “I encourage New 
Yorkers to appeal in person the 
parking violations which you 
firmly believe to be not guilty 
for.” 

A Parking Court judge said 


there was a simple explanation 
for Golden’s truthful numbers: 
judges are overwhelmed by a 
ticket backlog of more than a 
year. 

“The big issue is that there’s a 
shortage of judges to [process] 
the hearings by mail,” said the 
judge, who requested anonymity. 
“They make us do them in our 
supposed spare time between 
live hearings. It’s not unusual for 
me to adjudicate tickets that are 


over one year old.” 

Tickets, he said, are supposed 
to be settled in 90 days, he said. 

But the judge did confirm the 
IBO findings: “Yes, you general- 
ly get a better deal when you 
show up in person, but there’s a 
trade-off. You want to kill your 
whole day? You have no life?” 
Golden said the average wait- 
ing time at one of the city’s five 
walk-in hearing offices is just 45 
minutes.

A public meeting to dis- 
cuss the Atlantic Yards 
project degenerated into a 
shouting match that re- 
opened Brooklyn’s class 

A mild-mannered update 
on Bmce Ratner’s proposed 
$3. 5-billion arena and resi- 
dential project was quickly 
derailed when a black sup- 
porter and a white opponent 
fought over differing no- 
tions of the “community” 
that will be affected by the 
mega-development. 

The fireworks began when 
panelist Candace Carponter 
of the anti-project group De- 
velop Don’t Destroy Brook- 
lyn, told co-panelist Bertha 
Lewis of the Association of 
Community Organizations 
for Reform Now [ACORN] 
that DDDB supported devel- 
opment that would benefit 
the “community.” 

“What community are you 
talking about?” Lewis fired 
back, telling Carponter 
that her group’s opposi- 
tion to the project ig- 
nores her “community,” 
which is desperate for 
housing and jobs. 

Lewis said ACORN 
cast its lot with Ratner 
because of the afford- 
able housing promised 
by the developer, but 
Carponter said Lewis 
was ignoring the larger 
consequences of the 
project, such as envi- 
ronmental impacts and 
secondary displacement 
that the Frank Gehry- 
designed apartments 
and arena would create. 

“It’s not necessary to 
build an arena to create 
affordable housing,” 
Carponter said. 

But Lewis attacked 
Carponter for waging a 
theoretical battle with 
Ratner rather than wor- 
rying about poverty 
that actually exists. 

“You talk about the 
environment,” Lewis

said. “I don’t about all that. 
I know about housing.” 

Lewis added ACORN, a 
housing advocacy group, 
could find common ground 
with DDDB if the anti-Rat- 
ner group would fight other 
area developers, too. 

“There are 49 developers 
in central Brooklyn,” Lewis 
said. “Ninety-one percent of 
what they are building is 
luxury. Pick on them, and 
I’ll be down with you.”

The victim never saw it 
coining — but the sound of 
quickening footsteps should 
have offered a warning. 

Police said robbers dashed 
up behind a Fort Greene man 
walking along Clinton Av- 
enue, near Gates Avenue, 
around 10:30 pm on Feb. 23. 
But the 29-year-old victim 
didn’t respond until he felt a 
hand choking his neck. 

Despite the nerve-wracking 
situation, the thug insisted his 
victim “relax” as a second 
thief approached and riffled 
his pockets. The pair snatched 
the victim’s cellphone and 
wallet, with credit cards and a 
driver’s license, but no cash. 

They then pushed the vic- 
tim to the ground, where he 
passed out from injuries to his 
nose and forehead, police said. 
The victim never got a good 
look at the thieves. 

Nab 3 teens 

Poor math skills, bad judg- 
ment and slow footwork made 
a posse of young thieves easy 
targets for Carroll Gardens 
cops on Feb. 24. 

Police said a group of four 
thugs approached an acquain- 
tance in front of a liquor store 
at Sullivan and Van Brunt 
streets, around 11:45 pm. One 
called out to him by name: 
“Hey, Francois, give me $10.” 

When the victim told his 
“pals” that he was broke, the 
teens became agitated. One 
pulled the victim’s hood over 
his head and threatened him 
with worse, convincing the 
captured man to buy off his at- 
tackers with a pocket-full of 
cash — $85 in all. 

The robbers scooped up 
$80 and slowly divided the 
cash between themselves, 
carefully allotting each partic- 
ipant $20.

Compromise

Horses will still get spooked 
— but a lot less — thanks to a 
compromise proposed by the 
city to reduce the size and bulk 
of a controversial development 
across the street from a historic 
stable in Windsor Terrace. 

The city Planning Commis- 
sion rejected a zoning change 
that would have allowed a devel- 
oper to build an additional 20

Q: You do hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of business as a lobbyist. Are 
you the guy who is being targeted by 
the new rules? 

A: I don’t think so. I’m in favor of anything 
that gives the public confidence that govern- 
ment is fair and open, so the new rules don’t 
bother me. There is a great deal of cynicism 
about government. 

Q: Really? I wonder why that would 
be. 

A: OK, well, a lot of cynicism is justified. A 
councilmember once went to jail for shaking 
down a developer. So it’s nice to see that the 
mayor and the speaker are trying to stay 
ahead of corruption before it happens again. 
Q: But under the new rules, you 
won't even be able to buy a coun- 
cilmember or an agency staffer a cup 
of coffee! How can you do business 
that way? 

A: First of all, only a small portion of lobby- 
ing is based on favors and relationships and 
backscratching. It’s always going to stick in 
the public’s craw, whether it’s innocent or 
nefarious. 

Q: Of course, you don't do any of the 
back-scratching, right? 

A: I don’t do a lot of it, but certainly one of 
the reasons clients hire me is that they think 
I’ll get my calls returned [from people in 
government]. But most of what I do is help 
to interpret what government wants and help 
my clients tailor their proposal to it. 

Q: How? 

A: I have a project right now at the site of 
the old Kedem winery in Witiiamsburg. The 
developer wants to get the parcel rezoned 
from manufacturing to residential, so he can 


build housing. The local elected officials say 
they can support the idea if the developer 
will include affordable housing. 

Q: The irony is that under the exist- 
ing zoning, he could build a power 
plant. Why not play hardball? The 
elected officials would abandon the 
affordable housing component just to 
get rid of the power plant! 

A: He could do that, I suppose, but the goal 
is to get a win-win for everyone, not be con- 
frontational. 

Q: Without being able to buy an un- 
derpaid staffer a beer or a cup of cof- 
fee? 

A: The existing rules only allowed for nom- 
inal refreshments anyway. But one of the 
things that’s not clear is whether lobbyists 
can invite officials or staff members to 
events. When I was in the Council, for ex- 
ample, I got invited to a dinner and a per- 
formance at Carnegie Hall. It’s not clear if 
Carnegie Hall could do that now. 

Q: How was the dinner? 

A: It was nice. It was at the Waldorf. 

Q: And now you're going to tell me 
that the fancy meal and the VIP con- 
cert seats didn't influence you in any- 

A: It didn’t. But the appearance of impropri- 
ety was there. 

Q: And now, as a lobbyist, you won't 
be able to just waltz into the speak- 
er's office unannounced like you 
could in the past. 

A: Again, that wasn’t my style, but it’s true, 
you could enter the speaker’s suite, get your- 
self a cup of coffee and start chatting up the 
staff.

Tens of millions of gallons of 
raw sewage will flow into an al- 
ready stinky Gowanus Canal if 
Bmce Ratner’s Atlantic Yards 
project is built, borough offi- 
cials were told this week. 

The (very) raw numbers for 
Ratner’s mega-development — 
new residents filling several 
thousand apartments and hun- 
dreds of thousands of basketball 
fans flushing the toilet tens of 
millions of times per year — 
are being seized upon by proj- 
ect opponents as evidence that 
the development is too big. 

“These power-brokers don’t 
think their raw sewage smells,” 
said Carroll Gardens hell-raiser 
Buddy Scotto, who started rais- 
ing his own stink about the 
canal when he went to Wash- 
ington to lobby then- Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson Rockefeller. 

Scotto and other advocates of 
canal zone development worry 
that Ratner’s huge project might 
foul the air — literally — for 
other builders, such as Shaya 
Boymelgreen, who is building 
the 400-unit Gowanus Village 
on the banks of the canal. 

Columbia University hydrol- 
ogist Franco Montalto cau- 
tioned that development of any 
kind would overwhelm the 
area’s sewage treatment plant in 
Red Hook. 

“Any big project will have 
an impact,” said Montalto, who 
briefed borough officials on his 
muckraking sewage report at 
Borough Hall this week. 

“But what’s different [with 
Atlantic Yards] is the magni- 
tude of the impact.” 

No matter how glistening 
Ratner’s 17 skyscrapers and 
Frank Gehry-designed basket- 
ball arena will be, the sewage 
created in its bathrooms will 
flow into an antiquated, city-run 
sewer and waste treatment sys- 
tem — which gets overloaded 
when rainwater mingles with 
untreated sewage during heavy 
storms. 

As a result, 27 billion gallons 
of untreated wastewater drains 
into waterways around the city 
each year. 

On the Gowanus Canal, 
there are 13 spigots spewing the 
bile after storms — burying that 
fetid corpse of water under 
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Lewis said that Atlantic 
Yards accounts for virtually all 
of the 9 percent that’s not lux- 
ury housing. 

Lewis is forbidden to speak 
negatively about the project as 
part of a deal between Forest 
City Ratner and ACORN. 

That deal also required Rat- 
ner to set aside half of the At- 
lantic Yards’ residential units as 
affordable housing. But since 
the contract was signed, Ratner 
has added 2,800 market-rate 
condos to the plan, a change that 
dropped the percentage of af- 
fordable housing to 40 percent.

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New plans would sink 
Gowanus Expressway 

State reviewing four tunnel options

The elevated Gowanus 
Expressway is going under- 
ground. 

The bane of Brooklyn driv- 
ers almost from the day it was 
completed in 1941, the ex- 
haust-ridden, noise-polluting, 
forever-gridlocked scar through 
Red Hook, Sunset Park and 
Bay Ridge will be replaced by 
a tunnel by 2020 — if (and it’s 
a big if) the federal govern- 
ment can cough up $13- to 
$ 18-billion. 

“We just can’t accept the 
mediocre infrastructure that 
we have,” said Michael Cairl, 
chair of the Gowanus Com- 
munity Stakeholders Group, 
which has been drawing up 
tunnel plans since the 1990s, 
after winning a lawsuit against 
the state DOT. “The Gowanus 
blights the area.” 

By next month, Cairl and the 
state Department of Transpora- 
tion will narrow its list of five 
tunnel alternatives down to the 
two that deserve further consid- 
eration. Another option is to re- 
place the existing highway with 
another elevated structure. 

The 8.5-mile, eight-lane tun- 
nel — which would be the 
longest of its kind in the country 
— could run under First or Sec- 
ond Avenues, under some com- 
bination of the two, or underwa- 
ter just beyond the pier line. 

No matter where it is ulti- 
mately dug, the tunnel would 
allow drivers to travel from the 
Brooklyn foot of the Ver- 
razano-Narrows Bridge to 
Lower Manhattan without see- 
ing daylight — or getting stuck 
in epic traffic, planners said. 

The Gowanus, which car- 
ries 200,000 cars and trucks a 
day, hasn’t been refurbished 
since 1961. A current $440- 
million repaving project will 
enable the expressway to 
function for another 15-20 
years, state DOT said. 

At a community meeting 
last week, Cairl and state offi- 
cials announced the stunning

pricetag — but said such 
funding is not just an “Alice in 
Highwayland” fantasy. 

A similar project is already 
under way in Seattle, which 
will bury its elevated Alaskan 


Way viaduct by 2016. 

Brooklyn’s Big Dig would 
reduce air pollution and asthma 
rates, improve public safety, de- 
crease traffic and reconnect the 
neighborhoods on either side of 


the highway to each other and 
to the waterfront. 

“This is not just a road- 
building project,” said Cairl. 
“Sunset Park has been cut off 
from the waterfront for as 
long as most of the people in 
this room have been alive.” 

Fred Xuereb is one of those 

“I’ve lived in Sunset Park 
all my life, so of course I love 
the idea,” said Xuereb, chair 
of Community Board 7’s 
transporation committee. 

But state transportation 
planners know that the suc- 
cess of the project will depend 
more on hard-knuckle politics 
and raw activism than fancy 
schematics, metaphors about 
healing Brooklyn’s scar, or a 
thumbs-up from a community 
board member. 

Funding for a Gowanus 
tunnel, after all, would come 
from the same small pool of 
money that would build the 
Second Avenue subway and 
other high-profile, high-priced 
transportation projects, said 
Harold Fink, structures super- 
visor for the state DOT.

The Adventures 
of Electra Elf

S ETTLED IN A BOOTH OF KELLOGG’S DlNER AND BUTTRESSED BY 
AN EGG CREAM, NlCK ZEDD LETS SLIP THE KEY CONCEPT BEHIND 
The Adventures of Electra Elf, his show on Brooklyn Community 
Access Television (BCAT). “The idea was to satirize the downfall of 
the American empire under the insane leadership of the Bush 
cabal,” he says with a sly smile. Some might consider that a strange 
statement, since the show revolves around the exploits of a tights- 
wearing super heroine aided by a talking Chihuahua sidekick who 
together battle drunken frat boys and corrupt politicians. (Okay, so 
maybe it’s not that far removed from what one imagines might go 
on in White House basement parties). 


But since the show first aired in 2004 
it has developed a cult following, likely 
aided by the fact that Zedd, who 
directs the shows, and his co-producer, 
Reverend Jen, are long established figures 
of the Lower East Side cinema and art 
scene. It was, in fact, on the set of an 
underground film that the pair first met. 
Both had been cast in roles in a Lloyd 
Kaufman film, who himself is best 
known as the auteur behind the cultish 
Troma Films. Zedd was drawn to the 
aura of innocence that Jen projected, 
which contradicted with the content and 
approach of several short- and feature- 
length films he had directed since the 
late 70s. “Part of what appealed to me 
about Reverend Jen is that I thought she 
had a universal appeal that sort of 
crossed all genres and boundaries,” says 
Zedd. 

Like any groundbreaking show, Electra 
Elf defies easy description. “It’s a super- 
hero comedy, action-adventure, satire,” 
Zedd says before trailing off. Zedd and 
Jen started production on the show in 
2003, but the first episode didn’t make 
the airwaves until 2004. The duo were 
able to draw on a large talent pool of per- 
formers who had attended Jen’s open mic 
event, hosted at the Lower East Side art 
venue Cake. Once finished, Zedd and 
Jen sent tapes to various film festivals — 
the New York Underground, Coney 
Island and Chicago ones among them — 
but found no outlets for Electra Elf. “I 
think it’s because Electra Elf is too clean 
for them,” says Zedd. “But that was part 
of the plan, to give public access some- 


thing clean to air. I tried really hard not 
to break any of the rules.” 

It may have also been tough for Zedd 
to overcome his reputation as an avant- 
garde filmmaker. The Maryland native is 
widely credited as one of the creators of 
Transgressive Cinema, a school of film- 
making that arose from the Lower East 
Side art scene in the ‘80s, and was char- 
acterized by low-budget aesthetics that 
rejected the established doctrines of film- 
making. Zedd, however, seems to have 
moved beyond the controversial content 
of his older films; in fact he seems almost 
consumed by the prospect of the amount 
of exposure that The Adventures of 
Electra Elf presents him with. “I realized 
that if we could make these short stories, 
and do them as a regular series, we could 
reach a much wider audience,” he 
explains. 

Reverend Saint Jen, who also plays 
Electra Elf and her alter ego, journalist 
Jen Swallows, largely pens the show. On 
the surface, episodes of Electra Elf 
revolve around the nefarious plots of 
super-villains that Swallows ends up 
uncovering in her role as dogged journal- 
ist for Art Star Scene (ASS) Magazine. 
But Zedd admits that his and Jen’s goal is 
to develop the most ludicrous adversaries 
for Electra Elf that their fertile imagina- 
tions can spit out. The rogues gallery has 
included such personalities as Maggot 
Master, Bi Polar Bear, Super Ulcer and 
Captain SUV, each with more ridiculous 
super powers than the last. 

However, the villain in any given 
Electra Elf episode can stand as a

metaphor any number of things. They 
may represent a deranged individual who 
really exists. They often represent the 
economic factors Zedd views as responsi- 
ble for class repression. They represent 
greed. Episodes are laced with allegorical 
elements that function as a critique of 
various social, political and economical 
movements — the forces of gentrification 
in New York City, or the negative aspects 
of the global economy. 

The good news is that Electra Elf gets 
to triumph over these villains in the 
show, although not without some diffi- 
culty. Like the everyman epitomized by 
James Thurber’s Walter Mitty character, 
Electra Elf gets pushed around her fair 
share. “In every episode, Electra Elf gets 
captured or tortured,” says Zedd. “She’s 
kind of like a metaphor for all of us, I 
guess.” 

The Adventures of Electra Elf 
can be seen in Brooklyn on 
BCAT on Monday/Tuesday at 
12:30am on Time Warner Cable 
channel 35, Cablevision channel 
68, and streaming live online at 
www. beat, tv/bcat.

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Going for the gold 


Oscar nominees

T his year’s list of Academy Award nomi- 
nees is peppered with the names of 
Brooklyn natives, new Kings County 
residents and actors who portrayed bor- 
I H ough luminaries on the big screen. 

■*1 Topping the list are Boemm Hill 

couple Heath Ledger and 
gf- I Michelle Williams, who were 
nominated for best actor and best 
supporting actress for their achingly 
beautiful performances in 2005’s most-talked- 
about film, “Brokeback Mountain.” 

Frequently referred to as the “gay cowboy 
movie,” filmmaker Ang Lee’s latest effort is the 
story of Ennis (Ledger) and Jack (Jake Gyllen- 
haal), two ranch hands who fall in love while 
tending sheep in 1963 Wyoming. Although the 
men try to forget the affair, they spend the next 
20 years reuniting for brief, passionate trysts 
they hide from their wives. 

“It was a beautiful story,” Ledger, the Aus- 
tralian star of “A Knight’s Tale,” “Casanova” 
and “Monster’s Ball,” recently told reporters 
in New York. “I don’t think I would have 
done it if it were in anyone else’s hands. Ang 
was the perfect director for it. 

“I looked at it as a wonderful opportunity to 
get in the head of this character. I never saw it 
as a huge risk that everyone else was seeing. 
It’s all relative to the person you are and how 
relaxed you are with people and the people 
around you. I was very happy to tell a story 
that hadn’t been told, and I thought it should 
have been told.” 

In the film, which also earned Oscar nods 
for best picture, director and supporting actor 
(Gyllenhaal), Williams plays Ledger’s long- 
suffering wife, a woman who suspects the 
guys are more than just fishing buddies, but 
doesn’t know how to broach the subject with 
her husband until it’s too late. 

“It takes her a long time, but she does final- 
ly leave him, which nobody in her family had 
ever done and probably none of her girlfriends 
ever did,” said Williams, star of last year’s off- 
beat Brooklyn romance, “The Baxter,” and 
mother of the couple’s 4-month-old daughter, 
Matilda Rose. 

“I think a lot of it was a financial decision. 
She couldn’t leave Ennis. She couldn’t sup- 
port two daughters by herself,” she continued, 
adding that she doesn’t leave until she finds a 
nice, safe man who can support her family. 
“She gets out of [her marriage to Ennis], but 
just barely. I think she’s a miserable, broken, 
uglier woman for it; she just barely got out. 
She’s not happy about it. She’ll always love 

Despite the couple’s terrific performances, 
they have been beaten out for virtually every 
award this season by their fellow Oscar nomi- 
nees Rachel Weisz, who plays an activist in 
the thriller, “The Constant Gardener,” and 
Philip Seymour Hoffman, who portrays scribe 
and former Brooklyn Heights resident Tru- 
man Capote in “Capote.” In addition to 
Weisz, Williams is also competing in the race 
for Oscar gold against “Junebug” star Amy 
Adams, “North Country” actress Frances Mc- 
Dormand and Catherine Keener, who plays 
Capote’s best friend. Harper Lee, in “Capote.” 

Capturing ‘Capote’ 

For Hoffman, star of films like “Boogie 
Nights” and “Cold Mountain,” the hardest part 
about playing the iconic author of “Breakfast 
at Tiffany’s” was capturing Capote’s spirit 
without making him a caricature. 

“What was making him tick? I knew if that 
wasn’t happening, all the technical work I 
was doing would be fruitless,” Hoffman re- 
cently explained to reporters, adding how he 
tried to understand what motivated the man 
rather than simply assuming his speech pat- 

That said, Hoffman admits it was impor- 
tant to give the character a voice moviegoers

would recognize. 

“It would be impossible [not to],” he con- 
tended. “I can’t just go up there and say, ‘Hi, 
I’m Truman Capote,’ and act like me. People 
would have been walking out in droves. Part 
of the story is that he is the guy who he is in 
Kansas in 1959, and that’s part of the drama.” 

Recalling the author’s time researching the 
murders of a Kansas family and interviewing 
their killers for his sensational book, “In Cold 
Blood,” “Capote” is also nominated for the 
Oscars for best picture, director and adapted 
screenplay. 

Competing against Hoffman and Ledger in 
the best actor category are Terrence Howard 
for “Hustle & Flow,” Joaquin Phoenix for 
“Walk the Line” and David Strathaim for 
“Good Night, and Good Luck.” 

Representing the borough in the best-sup- 
porting-actor category is critical darling, Paul 
Giamatti, who lives in Brooklyn Heights. 
Nominated for his work in Ron Howard’s 
Depression-era boxing movie, “Cinderella 
Man,” Giamatti will face off against “Syri- 
ana” actor George Clooney, “Crash” star Matt 
Dillon, “Brokeback Mountain” cowboy Gyl- 
lenhaal and “A History of Violence” villain 
William Hurt. 

Accepting his Screen Actors Guild Award 
in Los Angeles earlier this year, the nice guy 
star of “Sideways” and “American Splendor” 
declared, “I can’t imagine a greater honor 
than being acknowledged by my peers.”

“Being an actor is a hell of a thing,” he 
added. “It’s a hell of a thing. It’s up and 
down. It’s great, but I found the best thing 
about it is hanging around the craft-service 
table with the other actors and crew people, 
eating doughnuts.” 

Allen vs. Baumbach 

Brooklyn writers are also being recognized 
for their work in 2005. 

Legendary filmmaker Woody Allen could 
scoop up another Oscar for best original 
screenplay when Oscars are handed out on 
March 5. Although Allen didn’t do a lot of 
press to support “Match Point,” the London- 
set tale of infidelity, 
wealth and obsession 
that movie critics are 
describing as his 
finest film in years, 
his leading man, 

Jonathan Rhys Mey- 
ers, had plenty to say 
about working with the Flatbush-bom auteur. 

“It’s not a film that is trying to buy its way 
into people’s hearts. It’s not a $300 million, 
‘Let’s blind you with special effects’ extrava- 
ganza. And yet it is gaining the same attention 
as those films are and more,” Rhys Meyers 
said of the reception the film got at last year’s 
Cannes Film Festival and its subsequent rave 

Rhys Meyers attributes the movie’s success 
to the soft-spoken, though sometimes contro- 
versial, man who wrote and directed it. 

“Woody Allen is a great director — what- 
ever people’s personal ideas on his films are,” 
the actor contended. “There would be no 
comeback for Woody Allen if Woody’s films 
made $100 million every time they come out. 
He would just be a golden man. So, if some- 
one is really that gifted, people tend to pry into 
how they are as a human being and their per- 
sonal life. 


“Everybody likes to, I suppose, tear people 
down, don’t they?” he mused. “Build them up 
and then knock them down. I just think it’s 
great that at his age, Woody can still pull a ge- 
nius film out of him and a veiy, very different 
film from the other films that he has done.” 

Up against Allen in the same category this 
year is Noah Baumbach, who returned to 
his Park Slope roots for his 1980s-era divorce 
comedy, “The Squid and the Whale.” 

“In a way, ‘The Squid and the Whale’ feels 
like my first film,” the writer-director told GO 
Brooklyn last year. “It technically is my third 
film, but it feels like the first one. From the 
script stage, all the way to making the movie, 
I kind of feel like I 
discovered the kind 
of writer-director that 

Baumbach says 
the film, starring Jeff 
Daniels, Laura Lin- 
ney and Billy Bald- 
win, was also his most personal to date. 

“I think I was able to very much write from 
a very personal place without a filter,” noted 
the son of film critics Georgia Brown and 
Jonathan Baumbach. “Without worrying 
about what people would think — like, ‘Is this 
commercial?’ — stuff that screenwriters can 
distract themselves with. Because I was draw- 
ing on very personal experience, I was able to 
write more clearly and more effectively than I 
have before. The script is very fictionalized, as 
well, but I felt like [that at] every stage, there 
is what you have in your head and what ends 
up on the screen and, for me, this is the closest 
the two have ever been.” 

Also nominated for best original screenplay 
are “Crash,” “Good Night, and Good Luck” 
and “Syriana.” 

As Edward R. Murrow often said, GO 
Brooklyn wishes all of the borough’s nomi- 
nees a “good night” and even better luck.

In March , BAM hosts a 25th anniversary 
multi-media tribute to Morris Dance Group

F or the head of a dance troupe cele- 
brating its 25th anniversary, Mark 
Morris sounds pretty blase. 

“I guess it just happened,” the chore- 
ographer says during an exclusive tele- 
phone interview with GO Brooklyn. 

“I don’t really feel any different, ex- 
cept I’m a lot older now,” he says with 
a laugh. “Our company’s been running 
well for a long time. I’m very happy, 
but I never thought I’d have this kind of 
notoriety. It’s turned into a whole giant 
thing that’s pretty amazing.” 

Amazing indeed. In addition to top- 
notch worldwide appearances for the 
past quarter-century, the Mark Morris 
Dance Group has made Brooklyn its 
permanent home base since 2001, 
when the Mark Morris Dance Center 
opened in Fort Greene, across the street 
from the Brooklyn Academy of Music 
Opera House, which has hosted Mor- 
ris’s troupe since 1984. 

The Brooklyn connection runs deep, 
says Morris. 

“Most of our dancers live in Brook- 
lyn, and in the short time we’ve made it 
our home, there’s always so much hap- 
pening around the neighborhood,” he 
explains. “Our association with BAM 
is even longer. Pretty much every year 
we dance there, and [the Howard 
Gilman Opera House] is a great theater: 
a wonderfully well-proportioned house 
that’s terrific for dance.” 

The schedule for the month-long sil- 
ver-anniversary celebration at that “well- 
proportioned house” includes three 
evening-length programs, supplemented 
by a Morris-curated series at the BAM 
Rose Cinemas, Morris-related perform- 
ances at the BAMCafe, and shorter dance 
works at the Mark Morris Dance Center. 

The BAM dance programs — running 
March 8-25 — are a career overview. 

“I tried to make these programs as var- 
ied as I could,” Morris explains. “These 
are big blow-out dances. For program A 
(March 8-11), all the dances are basically 
‘closers,’ or finales.” (“V,” from 2001, is 
set to Schumann’s music; 1993’s “Grand 
Duo” to Lou Harrison’s; and 1981’s 
“Gloria” to Vivaldi’s.)

Morris has an ace up his sleeve for 
program A’s finale. 

“During ‘Gloria,’ I’ll be conducting 
for the first time!” he enthuses. “One of 
the first dances I choreographed, we’ve 
done ‘Gloria’ off and on these past 25 
years. Frankly, I’ve run out of enthusi- 
asm rehearsing it over and over. So, in 
order to stay actively stimulated, I decid- 
ed to conduct! 

“It might be foolish, but I don’t think 
so. My one terror is that the dancers will 
be watching me and giving me the eye 
during the performance, but I’m not 
scared of them,” he laughs. 

Program B (March 15, 17, 18) is 



made up of two “dance operas”: Virgil 
Thomson’s “Four Saints in Three Acts” 
and Henry Purcell’s ‘Dido and Aeneas.” 
For program C (March 22, 23, 25), Mor- 
ris is unveiling two New York pre- 
mieres: “Cargo,” to Darius Milhaud’s 
music, and “Candleflowerdance,” to 
Stravinsky’s. 

Morris explains his works’ genesis.

“It’s always because of the music I 
want to set my dances to,” he says. “For 
‘Cargo,’ I was commissioned by Tangle- 
wood Music Center [in western Massa- 
chusetts], I know that the musicians 
there are extremely dedicated and that 
they over-practice, so I chose a piece of 
music that’s very difficult to play. 

“Milhaud’s music calls for 17 soloists, 
so it’s hard to put a group like that togeth- 
er and have enough rehearsal time, so it’s 
a challenge for us. Also, I get to hear 
Milhaud’s music, which I love.” 

“Morris & the Movies” presents five 
films chosen by Morris (March 23-27): 
“Greed,” “Cabin in the Sky,” “Nash- 
ville,” “The 5000 Fingers of Dr. T” and 
‘Martin.” 

“We wanted it to be a full immersion 

— for good or ill — of my taste,” Morris 
says. “It’s five films I love, though they 
don’t have anything to do with dancing 

— I re-watch them constantly, and 
‘Nashville’ is my favorite movie ever.” 

BAMCafe’s “The Month of Mark” 
presents musical ensembles chosen by 
Morris, on Fridays and Saturdays 
throughout March. 

“I didn’t make up that title,” he laugh- 
ingly points out. “I just told them about 
music I love to hear. My ensemble is 
playing [March 17], and I’m even run- 
ning a karaoke night [on March 4] !” 

Morris has also curated a program for 
his own Mark Morris Dance Center. 

“We’re doing mostly short works 
from over the years,” he says. “Most are 
pretty old, and most have a smaller 
scale, so they don’t need to be done in 
the opera house. I haven’t seen some of 
these works in years, so it was fun to re- 

Choreographing ballet and opera near- 
ly everywhere for the past quarter-century 
is but a prelude to Morris’s directing de- 
but next season at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, where he’ll helm a new produc- 
tion of Gluck’s “Orpheus and Eurydice.” 
Naturally, Morris is elated with the new 
direction of the stodgy old Met. 

“Well, if the Met is going in the di- 
rection of me, I’m all for it!” said Mor- 
ris. “It’s going to be wholly different, so 
it should be a blast.” 

That also goes for everything Morris 
presents in Brooklyn in March.

But those extra steps in her

For inside the BAM Harvey 
Theater was iconic filmmaker 
Martin Scorsese, who direct- 
ed Blanchett in her Academy 
Award-winning performance in 
“The Aviator” last year. 

The shy, bespectacled star- 
maker told GO Girl at intermis- 
sion, “I’m a great fan and ad- 
mirer of Cate’s. I’ve had this 
date set aside for a long time. 
It’s a special night for me.” 
Woozy from her chat with 
Mr. Mean Streets, Go Girl won- 
dered if the night could get bet- 
ter. . .when she spotted Him — 
in the flesh — across the aisle:

Proving to be just as cool as 
his Williamsburg digs, Dou- 
glas said that after what he’d 
just seen, he was planning on 
buying a membership to 
BAM and “really using it.”

Who do you trust?

Nick Perry must drop out 


I T ONLY TOOK A FEW 
weeks of campaigning, but we 
have already grown tired of 
Assemblyman Nick Perry’s act. 

The 14-year Albany back-bench- 
er is one of five candidates running 
to succeed retiring Rep. Major 
Owens, and he has quickly 
emerged as the least-qualified and 
least-professional. 

For starters, we are troubled by 
Perry’s put-downs of the other can- 
didates — state Sen. Carl Andrews 
(D-Crown Heights), City Council- 
woman Yvette Clarke (D-Flatbush), 
Chris Owens and City Councilman 
David Yassky (D-Brooklyn Heights) 
— all of whom are actually far 
more qualified to serve a district 
that covers most of Park Slope and 
central Brooklyn, and a slice of 
Brooklyn Heights.

At the most-recent candidate’s 
forum, Perry (D-Flatbush) demean- 
ed his rivals, saying they are “just 
looking for a job,” while he is “ask- 
ing for a promotion.” 

He also singled out his rival 
Owens, son of the current office- 
holder, for particularly inappropriate 
mockery, saying Owens is merely 
standing on his father’s shoulders. 
The irony here is that not only has 
Owens been a school board member 
and an energetic fighter for his com- 
munity, his dad is playing virtually 
no role in the race. The Owenses, af- 
ter all, are not the political dynasty 
Perry implies they are. 

Perry’s approach to the race is 
lethargic at best. We are amazed, for 
example, at his inability to recount his 
life’s story without consulting notes. 
Maybe that’s just his style. 


But what is not excusable is Per- 
ry’s belief that he can say one thing 
to one group of would-be con- 
stituents and then the opposite thing 
to another group and think he can 
get away with it. 

Most recently, Perry exhibited 
this unattractive trait over the issue 
of same-sex marriage. 

Now, reasonable people can dis- 
agree whether gay marriage is a 
fundamental civil right, or even 
whether it is a central issue to this 
sprawling district. 

But what is inarguable is that our 
elected officials need to take stands 
one way or the other — and then 
defend their position. Perry is ap- 
parendy incapable of this. 

At a debate at a gay and lesbian 
political club, Perry said he person- 
ally opposed gay marriage (on reli- 


gious grounds), yet claimed he 
would fight for it. No wonder the 
mostly gay audience hissed Perry’s 
visibly pained political contortions. 

A few weeks later, when Perry 
was before a very different political 
club, he reiterated his personal belief 
that marriage “is between a man and 
a woman.” But this time, when this 
club’s members cheered him, Perry 
felt emboldened to jettison his earlier 
promise to fight for the rights of les- 
bians and gays to wed. 

‘For some people,” he said, refer- 
ring to members of the gay club, 
“[same-sex marriage] is a litmus test. 
And some politicians have the illness 
of pandering.” It sounds to us, how- 
ever, that he is the one suffering from 
that ailment. It is time for Nick Perry 
to drop out of this race and crawl 
back to his safe seat in Albany.

We should all thank Judi Francis and 
the Brooklyn Bridge Park Defense Fund 
for getting the word out that the current 
plan to forever privatize our Brooklyn 
waterfront — also known as the Brook- 
lyn Bridge Park — is not acceptable. 

I urge all who live in Brooklyn to take a 
very close look at what is being done here 
in the name of a park.

Hook Ikea will make locals see blue

Call it Blue-and- Yellow 
Hook. 

The esplanade in front of a pro- 
posed Ikea superstore — added so 
the project would provide hard- 
scabble Red Hook with access to 
its waterfront — will actually ad- 
vertise Swedish furniture, accord- 
ing to the latest design. 

Stainless steel letters embedded 
in the ground will hawk for-sale 
items like “Nero” — a $39.99 
movable bureau. And cobalt-and- 
yellow company flags will dot the 
open pier that will border the 
store, plans submitted to the city 

The esplanade was originally in- 
cluded in the plan in hopes of ap- 
peasing neighborhood concern 
about the store. But news that the 
public open space will be corpora- 
tized has Red Hook residents hurl- 
ing meatballs at the Swedish firm. 

“They’ve created a new adver- 
tising space for themselves,” said 
resident Katie Dixon. 

A store spokesman claimed that 


the flags and ads are necessary to 
prevent customers from getting lost. 

“We have to make sure that our 
shoppers find the path from the 
[waterfront plaza] to the store,” 
Ikea spokesman Joseph Roth told 
The Brooklyn Papers. 

In addition to the tagged-and- 
flagged plaza, the latest design 
shows that one of two public ac- 
cess points to the water will be a 
point of entry for delivery trucks 
as well. 

“The city gave a variance be- 
cause Ikea promised open access to 
the waterfront,” said Dixon. “I am 
not sure how we will view the wa- 
terfront with 17-foot high tractor 
trailers in the way.” 

The first bright flags could be 
snapping over the Red Hook piers 
as early as this next month, follow- 
ing last week’s thumbs-up by the 
Army Corps of Engineers, which 
will allow Ikea to begin prelimi- 
nary work on the 5.5-acre plaza. 

Construction of the plaza and 
the superstore will take 19 
months, Roth said.

In- 
stead, he pitched himself as a 
guy who knows how to work in 
Washington. As a D.C. staffer 
for six years, Yassky said he 
learned a valuable lesson about 
power from watching the GOP 
takeover in 1994. 

Perry remains the candidate 
most in need of a cup of cof- 
fee. Languid to the point of 
lethargy and repeatedly refer- 
ring to notes, Perry seems to 
offer little except . . . Perry. 

“When you have a fight, 
Nick Perry is the guy you 
want in the room with you,” 
he said, reprising a familiar 
line.
